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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action (paper 2/22/08). 

3. Claims 11-15 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 7/22/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Terminal Disclaimer filed with your response is received and found 
proper. Rejections based on obvious type double patenting is withdrawn. 

5. Applicants argue that the membrane has a high strength, advantages of having 
the smaller pores in the asymmetric structure at the inner side of the membrane, and 
the pore sizes; however, recognizes that the membrane in Oishi et al ('363) has a high 
strength and has microporous sizes (see current specification, page 11, third paragraph; 
arguments, page 5, first paragraph (recognizes high strength of prior art)). Applicant 
arguments about better performance when providing the skin or lower pore sizes at the 
inner surface are not persuasive, Arranging the skin a either surface is considered an 
obvious design choice, and the process of making the membrane asymmetric with 
outside or inside skin is disclosed in the prior art of record. Regarding to the membrane 
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performance, the skilled artisan for a membrane made from the same material and the 
same pore size surface and sponge structure and thickness, independently of where the 
skin is located is predicted to have the same performance, in this case the same protein 
or IgM separation/retention. Furthermore the membrane of the invention is a 
microfiltration with pore sizes of less than 10 microns as in Onishi (see column 4, lines 
44-55).
